'Memphis, March 18. — The river 
stands at 39.6 feet ai^d is stationary. 

The lovees continue to hol.l and only 
on« break Is reported In the St. Fran- 
dt system, that at Trice's landing, 
20 mllrs north of hore. The waters 
of the big stream are rushing through 
this crevasse at a fearful ihgt^ |ind. 
flooding the Arkansas basta so^Ui. 
.ft* town of Marion, In ' tMttehtfbn 
<<fiinty. Is In desperate awaits, and its 
Inhabitants are greatly alarmed at the 
rapid encroachirfent of the flood. Hun- 
dreds of refugees are In Marian, and 
every available building Is being used 
to liouse these unfortunates. The 
'Friloo road, which runs through the 
tourn, is under water, and there Is no 
means of getting them out. This fact 
was reported to President KlUough of 
the 8t. Francis levee board, and he an- 
nounced that If the .situation warrant- 
ed It. he would cut the levee near 
Mound City so as to allow steamboats 
to get through to Marion. 

Reports of loss of life in remote sec- 
tlonf are current, but only in two 
cases car they be verified. The body 
of an unknown white woman was 
found in the water near Mound City, 
and the corpse of a negro was taken 
from tlie overflowed dtetriet. All rail- 
Vpada futerlng the city from the west 
are badly hampered by the rising tor- 
rent, and In many cases their sched- 
ules have been annulled. The lev^e 
here is crowded with poor ' negroes, 
wbo were picked up by steamboats. 
The city authorities have turned over 
several buildings for their use. and 
ttey are being cared for by the Stin- 
•bine society. 

A dispatch from Covington. Tenn., 
sUtea that Island S5, w6lch is consid- 
ered one of the highest In the north 
*na of the. river, is flooded for the 
first time In Its history. Sixty persons 
were rescued from the island by a 
steamer. Reports from Herena state 
tint tbe peoole of North Helena are 
alarmed owr the flood situation. The 
levee before that part of the town will 
hold only one foot more of water. The 
Huntington levee, in Bolivar county. 
Miss., oootlnuen to hold. Hundreds of 
laborers are working day and night. 
In an effort to str(>ngfhen the em- 
bankment. The situation In North 
Memphis Is unchanged. People are 
transferred In skiffB and many people 
are idle because of the sbiltting flowti 
of several industries. 

The rtllroad Bltnitlon west of the 
river Is prohalily the mo.st serious 
ever experienced by the lines. Not a 
train is moving in or out of Memphis 
on the 'Frisco, Iron Mountain, Choc- 
taw and Cotton Belt lines. The latter 
road uses the Iron Mountain tracks 
from Pair Oaks to Memphis, and has a 
passenger train tied up at Blanton, 13 
miles west of Memphis. Two passen- 
ger trains are tied up on tbe 'Frisco, 
one near Wynne, Ark., and the otlu r 
three all^ west of Bridge Junction. 



LARQEE THAN JUMBO. 

Jingo, the Giunt KIrphHnt, Slckeni 
and Dies at Sea. 

New York. March 18. — The elephant 
Jingo, said to have lieen larger than 
Jumbo, died at Fea on the steamer 
Qeorgic, which arrived from Liver- 
pool. The animal's death occurred 
March IS, and the huge body waii 
buried at s«a. An anln^al show bought 
Jingo in London. The elephant had 
not traveled since Infancy, and from 
the time of sailing at Liverpool It fret- 
ted and pined away. Jingo was 212 
years old, 12 feet high, weighed six 
to4s Md was vaiue^ at 150.000. 

For 60 hours preceding Its death, 
the mammoth beast tninipcfeil with- 
out cessation, and twice knoclted 
down its keeper, Thomas Lawrence, 
Who attempted to pacify It. The cries 
of the elephant - aroused the leopards 
and tigers which were on the ship, 
and they. too. Joined In the cry, which 
for three days kept th* erew of the 
Oeorgic on its tiuard.

FOUR MEN MA NQLED. 
Freight Train Crashes Into a Fur- 
niture Van Daring 'a Fog. 

Pittsburg, March 18 — A Fort 
Wayne freight crashed Into a furni- 
ture van of the North Side Transfer 
compah}^ at the Sandusky street cross- 
ing, Allegheny, wrecking the van and 
killing two men. Two others were 
seriously Injured. The names of the 
killed were: John McKnIght. head 
severed from body; Albert Comeltus, 
body erushed. The Injured were: Wil 
11am Bustler, John McGreavy. Both 
are seriously hurt, but will recover. 
The acrident was at a grade crossing 
and was caused by the fog and a^ls* 
understanding of signals, The van 
was completely wrecked, and two of 
the three horses killed. 

President Schwab Talks. 

New York, March 18.— Charles M. 
Schwab, who returned to New York 
on ihe steamer Kron Prinz Wiihelm, 
said in the course of an Interview that 
he never had felt so well in his life, 
or been so glad to get back to work. 
He declared he had no Intention of 
resigning the presidency of the steel 
combination, adding; "But. of course. 
I don't own the United States Steel 
company, and its stockholders choose 
its officers." Referring to his ob.sor- 
vatlons In Europe, Mr. Schwab said: 
"I made this trip to study nature. I 
must say. however, that there is great 
commercial activity In some parts of 
Europe. Germany.' for example, as 
well as France. This Is not the only 
manufacturing nation in the world, 
and the sooner we realize that the 
betteh" 



Washington. March 18 — When the 
senate met Mr. Money (Miss.), in ac- 
cordance with his notice previously 

given, spoke on the Indlnnola (Miss.) 
postofflce case. Mr. .Money said that 
it was the fluty of the postmaster to 
heal the breach that had been created. 
"The department has made the people 
of the south hate the adminlstratiota," 
he Said. "The people of the south 
hoped Mr. Roosevelt would l)e an 
American president, but, instead, he is 
the president of the black belt." His 
appointments, he said, bad caused 
general disgust. He had raised the 
question of social equality of the ne- 
gro. Mr. Money saiil recent appoint- 
ments have revived the race question. 
The south has tolerated negro ofltce- 
holders, but does not vi^nt any more 
of them. "This Is a white man's coun- 
try and government." There was a 
feeling in th" south, he .said, that no 
colored man should hold office. 

When Mr. MMey condaded the 
senate went into executive session.

Pllmly Turned Down. 
Washington, March 18. — Assistant 
Secretary Armstrong had a confer- 
ence with the president regarding the 
case of William Pllmly to be assistant 
United States treasurer at New York. 
While the officials are entirely reti- 
cent as to what will be done in the 
matter. It Is understood that informa- 
tion" received by the government is 
such that it has been practically de- 
cided that Mr. Pllmly wlir not be com- 
missioned. 



Conservative Defeat. 
London, March 18.— The Conserva- 
tives have suffered a crushing reverse 
In the Rye division of Sussex, where 
a by-electton was held for a succes- 
sor to A. M nrool^flclil, ronservatl ve. 
who has been ajipointed British con- 
sul at Montevldo. The result was the 
return of C. F. Hutchinson. Liberal, 
by' a majority of 834 over Edward 
Boyle, Conservative. Mr. Hutchin.son. 
who appealed to the electors as a crit- 
ic of ^he govci 111)11 111 s whole policy, 
obtained over 2,000 more votes than 
he did in 1900, when be opposed Mr. 
Brookfield, while the Coasfrvatlvc 
vote fell off about 1,000.
